ance from the chiefs of the Mandans 
and Grosventres. Twenty of the most 
distinguished chieftains of the tribes 
had come from their agencies to see 
the “Great Father” and assure him of 
their support and good will. 
There 
were many famous Indians in the as­ 
semblage. John Grass, the orator and 
chief justice of the Sioux, made the 
presentation of the tribe’s good will in 
a translation of the address which 
had been agreed upon in council of 
the chiefs. 
At the same time Grass
